OP  THE 

KING-IXjl:  op  EGYPT 

Prohibiting  the  Importation  of  Certain  Praits  and  Plants 

Without  Import  Permit 

(Order  of  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  June  19,  1937) 

Article  1.   The  Order  of  Pehruary  1,  1953,  whereby  San  Jose 
scale  (Aspidiotus  perniciosus  Comr^t.)  Wcis  declared  injurious  to 
fruit  (and  which  prescribed  the  fumigation  of  imported  fruits 
found  infested  by  this  pest) ,  is  revoked. 

Art.  2.   Article  2  of  the  Order  of  August  30,  1933,  which 
prohibited  the  importation  into  Eg;y^pt  of  fruits  and  plants  without 
the  permission  of  the  Minister  of  AgriC'^lture,  is  amended  as  follows 

Importation  of  Additional  plants  and  Pruits  Prohibited 

"Art.  2.— Paragraph  (1)  of  article  2  of  Law  Ho.  1  of  1916 
is  supplemented  as  follows: 

(a)   Plants,  parts  of  plants,  and  fruits  of  the  following 
families: 

Coniferae  (pinaceae,  Taxaceae)  PtUtaceae 
Cupuliferae  (Betulaceae  and 

i'agaceae)  Salicaceae 

Juglandaceae  Solanaceae 

Moraceae  Tiliaceae 

Papilionaceae  (Leguminoseae)  Vitaceae 
Rosaceae 
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(b)  Cactus  fruits. 

(c)  Onions. 

(d)  All  plants   in  pots   or  with  "balls  of  earth  or   sand." 

Importation  Prohibited  of  Plants  and  Pruits  Attacked  by  San  Jose   Scale 

Art.    3.— Article  3  of  the  Order  of  August  30,    1933   (which 
declared  Pseudococcus   spp .    as    insects   injurious  to  fruits  and  pre- 
scribed that  any  imported  fruits   infested  with  those  pests  must  he 
fumigated)    receives  the   following  new  paragraphs; 

"The   insect  Aspidiotus  perniciosus   Ccmst.    is 
declared   injurious   to   fmits  and  plants. 

"TH3  IMPOPTATION  INTO  EGYPT  OF  ALL  mUITS, 
PLANTS,    AINID  PARTS  OP  PLANTS   INPEST^P  WITH  THIS   INSECT 
IS  PEOHIBITED." 

Consequently  the   following   item   should  he  added  to   the   summary 
of  B.    E.   P.    Q. — 375,    Revised,   under  the    caption   "Importation 
prohibited": 

PRUITS,   PLANTS,   AND  PARTS  OP  PIAI^ITS:      Importation  into   Egypt 
prohibited  if   infested  v/ith  San  Jose   scale    (.Aspidiotus 
perniciosus  Comst.).  J(<Svd.ef  of  June  19,    1937,    art.    3.)
